“In washing fine laces,' va the Mil-
lnery Trade Review, “have n girip of
flenoel, on which to baste the lace, us-
ing care to have every point  bastoed
flown smoothly, Make a strong suds
with white soap and water. Dissolve
one teaspoonful of borax In hall a plnt
of bolling water and add to it two
guarts of the suds, When this Hguid
ig topid lay the laes In it and let It
soak for ten bhours or more, Then
sop and squeeze the lannel, hut do the
work enrefully and  gently;  then
squoeeze out nll the suds and drop the
flannel In o bowl of hot suds. Work
gently In this water, Now ripse In
fresh water until the water looks clear,
Finally starch and squee: a8 dry os
possible,

“Tack the flannel on & clean bhoard,
drawing it very tight In al directions,
See that every part  of the lace les
smooth and that all  the meshes are
open. When dry  cut the  basting
thromds and draw them out very gen-
tly. The lace may be tinted In the
last ringing water if the dead white Is
not liked, If the lace is point or any
of the laces with ralsed designs, It
will be necessary  to HfL tne ralsed
work with a small, pointed Instru-
ment."”
